SUSAK - 

THE SANDY ISLAND

In the group of Kvarner Islands in the north Adriatic 
is a tiny four square kilometer island of sand. It is the only 
Adriatic island composed entirely of sand. No one knows its 
origin. The island lies on a base of limestone which supports 
dunes many feet high. There are opposing ideas concerning its 
origin. Some think it was formed by deposits of sand brought 
by rivers such as the Po, Rasa, and Soca. Others think it was 
raised from the sea bed when the foundation was laid, and 
still others think that the sand was brought by the wind from 
the eastern Alps. None of these has been proved. The Yugo¬ 
slav Academy of Arts and Sciences in Zagreb has studied the 
island and published a long treatise on the island. Year after 
year geographers and anthropologists go to the island to 
photograph, measure, make observations and collect data. 

There is just one settlement on the island—Susak Village. 
Beyond the houses stretch acres of vineyards. The otherwise 
sparse vegetation consists of reeds but no olive or fig trees. 
The grapevines flourish and a very sweet grape is grown which 
produces a very special wine. When the wells become salty, 
wine is used for every thing. The reeds are used as wind breaks 
and their roots hold the sand in place when the strong winds 
blow. The roots make good fuel. The cold north wind blows 
many days at a time so that boats cannot leave the island. It 
is actually blowing away each year. After the wind and rain, 
the island is a bit lower. The people say the island is sinking 
but they are not worried about it. 

Because of their isolation for centuries, the people have 
kept their ancient speech, dress and customs. The men of 
Susak have always been able seamen. They go out to fish and 
the women do most of the other work. Since there are no, 
beasts of burden, no donkeys, the women carry everything 
on their heads. Because of the soft sand, the people wear a 
kind of sandal made of soft felt or rubber. Since they walk on 
sand, they do not wear out so easily. The women’s clothes 
have not changed much over the years because they were 
isolated from the mainland. They dress mostly in black as is 
usual in most of the islands, but they wear short full skirts 
with many petticoats which reach to the knees for married 
women but shorter for the unmarried. They wear close-fitting 
blouses with tight waists, a head kerchief, flat felt shoes, and 
long socks. A curl hangs down by each ear. Maybe at holiday 
time bright colors are worn. 

On the highest spot on the island is the cemetery. There 
are a few different surnames on the tombstones, maybe a 
dozen or so. By intermarrying the island’s population repro¬ 
duces itself. Marriage outside that circle is rare and excep¬ 
tional. 

I found this statement interesting. In Hoboken, New 
Jersey, there is a street which might be another Susak. Ten 
times as many people from Susak live there as live on the 
island itself. On Susak's terraced vineyards live 280 people; 
in Hoboken, there are 2800. These transplanted people from 
Susak sent whole shiploads of goods when their homeland 
was recovering from the last war. 

Wouldn’t this be an interesting island to visit?
